Arguments are not persuasive to overcome the rejection of claim 1 as unpatentable over Park in view of Yano. Both Applicant and Yano 
describe a spacer as a non-conducting body surrounded by a conductor (see Applicant's description of Figure 5 and Yano: Column 3 line 
59 - Column 4 line 14). Although Applicant describes one embodiment of an aniostropic conductive film (see Remarks, page 6), Yano 
teaches an additional embodiment of an anistropic conductive film (see Final Rejection, Page 7). 

It is further noted that arguments in the second paragraph of Page 6 of Remarks filed on 3/27/06 raise issues of enablement and new 
matter. In these arguments, Applicant describes an ACF as an adhesive consisting of "dispersed... electrically conductive particles...". If 
the particles are dispersed, the question is raised of how the particles may be precisely placed on the common electrode and the pixel 
electrode as required by claim 1 . Additionally, the description of the ACF provided in arguments is contrary to the description of the 
spacer given in the specification and description of Figure 5. Applicant's disclosure fails to describe a spacer dispersed in an insulating 
adhesive film. 

The examiner has considered Applicant's arguments for unexpected resutls, but does not consider there to be sufficient evidence of 
unexpected results to rebut the evidence of obviousness (MPEP 716.02c). 
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
